MORMONG ATTACKED 
BY PhEOBYTERIAN 


Ollawa, June 13.—An attack upon 
{he Mormon community was made in 
the general assembly of the Presby- 
terian church yesterday, when Rev. W. 
J, Clark of Montreal brought in a pe- 
port from a special committtee dealing 
With the subject. Rev. Dr. McLaren 
of Vancouver expressed the opinion 
that the Mormons are sober and indus- 
trious people, bul their principles, he 
declared, were in many cases revolt- 
ing to Canadian people. ‘The number 
of marriages and progeny appeared all 
right to a Mormon but were distasteful 
to a Canadian. In the Mormon influence 
the speaker saw a greater menace than 
that of the Roman Catholic church, be- 
cause {he Mormons always voled to- 
gether and voted co-operalively. 

Rev. Dr. Pringle of Sydney declared 
that the strength of the Mormons lay 
in the fact that they are under the pro- 
tecling wing of the politician, while 
Rev. W. D. Reid of Calgary declared 
that the Mormons are the most dan- 
gerous people in all the west. A de- 
cision expressing anxiety at the growth 
of Mormon influence, and advising that 
the Presbyterian church carry on a 
campaign of missions in the Mormon 
districts, was carried.

That the city can erect and place in operation an artificial gas 
plant, equipped with the most modern machinery manufactured, at 
| a cost not exceeding $230,000, will be the substance of a report which 

will be submitted to the council tonight by the committee appointed 
to investigate the tentative proposition made to the council some 
peeks ago by John Coates, representing old country capitalists. 
| The special committee held a meeting this morning at which Mr. 
| Coates’ representative submitted detailed plans anl specifications of 
| the proposed works, but a complete report of these will not be forth- 
coming until the council meeting this evening, when the committee 
submits its report. ‘, 

The Capital has learned, however, that Mr, Coates is prepared to 
instal a modern gas works, the city having the right to take over the 
same at any time. The plans provide for the erection of a buiiding 
200 feet in length which would meet the requirements of the city for 
the next ten years. They provide for the installation of sufficient 
machinery to ensure the manufacture of 125,000 cubic feet of gas 
per day and the laying of fifteen miles of mains on streets already 
laid out by Mr. Coates. The location of the plant and the territory 
which the first mains would cover has not been divulged by the com- 
mittee and will not be until they submit their report. When in the 
city recently, Mr. Coates estimated that the city could manufacture 
gas at $1.50 per thousand cubic feet. This was an outside figure and 
if a certain grade of coal could be procured at anything like reason- 
able prices, the figure would be much less.

2. That the committee on statistics 
of each presbytery be composed of the 
clerk, the conveners on augmentation, 
home missions, French evangelization, 
Sabbath schools, and such other mem- 
bers as may be deemed necessary and 
that this committee see that there are 
no discrepancies in the different statis- 
tical reports presented to the general 
assembly, 

3. That special attention be given 
to the formation of the roll of presby- 
tery, that it contain only the names 
duly authorized by the church, and that 


‘it contains a full list of the congrega- 


tions and mission stations as al Mareh 
3ist. 

4. That when changes are made in 
the names of congregations, or mission 
stationsfl or in the groups forming the 
pastoral charge, or mission fleld, the 
presbytery clerk shall immediately 
nolify the treasurers of the church, 
and thus enable them to correctly re- 
port contributions to the schemes. 

5. That presbyteries be enjoined to 
consider fully and deal with the matter 
of statistics and finance as set forth 
in report to the assembly at the first 
ordinary meeting after the minutes of 
assembly have been printed, and dis- 
tributed, os as soon thereafter as pos- 
sible, with a view to ascertain the in- 
crease of decrease in the several con- 
gregations, what congregations, if any, 
have failed to report, or have not con- 
tributed to all the schemes of the 
church.

Right in the “Garden spot of the Red 
River Valley, as the country between 
Fargo and Grand Forks is termed, the 
old settlers are selilng off their londs 
every day, The farms are being taken 
up by people from Indiana and Illinois. 
to whom the prices do not appear so 
high as they do to the pioneer farmers 
who are in search of new empires for 
peaceful conquest,” 

Mr. Bye leaves today with land guide 
Geo. Hay for Peavine Prairie, where he 
hopes to be able to make a suitable se- 
‘ection of land for himself, and for 
several of the settlers who will follow 
him this month.
